Hines along with Lieutenant Stacy Lee of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to | south 
Avenue 56, Los Angeles, regarding a Deputy Involved Non- Hit Shooting involving Homicide 
Bureau Deputy Robert Harris. 


The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from written reports and interviews 
ofthe involved employee and witnesses. Refer to Exhibit A - L.A.P.D. Investigative Book

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 

Five expended shell casing fired from Deputy Harris' off duty weapon were recovered at the scene. 
Miscellaneous broken glass fragments recovered from Avenue 56, believed to belong to the suspects 


vehicle. Refer to Exhibit B - Photographs of the scene. 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 


The location of the shooting was a residential street with single story residences on both sides. 
Avenue 56 is a standard asphalt residential street which runs north and south. Refer to Exhibit B - 
Photographs of the scene. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL:

WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECTS: 


Unknown handgun, possibly a revolver. 
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PROPERTY DAMAGE: 


One of Deputy Harris' rounds struck an unoccupied brick building " Б igueroa Street. The 
round was recovered and held by LAPD. A second round was found on Avenue 56 with the 
shattered glass from the suspects vehicle. The remaining four rounds were unaccounted. Refer to 
Exhibit B - Photographs of the scene. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATOR/CHARGES FILED: 


Los Angeles Police Department, Force Investigation Division, Criminal Section responded and 
assumed the handle on the shooting. They wrote an Assault with a Deadly Weapon report naming 
Deputy Harris, his Г E two additional people as victims. At the time of this report the suspect 
was not in custody. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


This incident occurred during the night. The street was illuminated by several street lights. The 
weather was cool and clear. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE'S STATEMENTS: 


DEPUTY ROBERT HARRIS 


On January 13, 2005, Deputy Harris was interviewed by m E Angeles 
Police Department, Internal Affairs Investigators, William Hines and Elier Morejon, participated 
in the interview. Deputy Harris agreed to be interviewed by Internal Affairs Investigators without 
an attorney present. Additionally, the interview was audio taped and summarized as follows: 


Deputy Harris said that he and his | ШЗ to 50: Avenue 56 to visit a friend, _ | 

pou Deputy Harris said that they had just purchased a “Puppy” and went to the location in order 
to show it to Mr, Deputy Harris said that while standing on the east sidewalk of Avenue 
56 conversing with Мг. he looked north and saw a late 80's early 90's silver or blue square 
compact vehicle drive south past his location and towards Echo Street. Deputy Harris said he 
noticed that the vehicle's exhaust was modified and that the driver (Male Hispanic, 20-30, dark 
complexion, wearing a blue baseball cap) was the only person in the vehicle. Deputy Harris said 
that the vehicle continued south on Avenue 56 and it made a right turn onto Echo Street. 


Deputy Harris continued his conversation with МЯ МЕ | Deputy Harris said that 
moments later he heard two distinct gunshots from the direction where he had last seen the vehicle 
make the right turn onto Echo Street. Deputy Harris said that he also saw luminous lighting from 
what he believed were the gunshots. (He described it as the muzzle flashes from the gun) Seconds 
later, Deputy Harris saw the same vehicle that had passsed him earlier, making a left turn onto 
Avenue 56 from Echo Street heading towards his direction. Deputy Harris said һе saw two 
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individuals, later identified as witness MEN M wax off of the west sidewalk onto Avenue 
56 and start walking towards him. He heard one of the two ask if they had_heard the gunshots. 
Deputy Harris said that he immediately turned towards П зла мг. Е told them to 
get down and take cover behind his car, which was parked on the east side of the street facing north. 


Deputy Harris said that knowing the area he was in was a gang neighborhood known as the 
“Avenues” he felt that the vehicle had possibly just been involved in a drive by shooting or some 
other crime. Fearing for the safety of his [and friend as well as his, Deputy Harris removed his 
weapon from his waist and held it at his side, while also taking cover behind his vehicle. Deputy 
Harris said he made sure that the suspect did not see his gun because he did not want a confrontation 
with him. Deputy Harris saw the vehicle drive up and stop directly next to his car. The driver 
looked directly at Deputy Harris and then turned and looked at Witnesses | Я | who 
were just west of the suspect car. The suspect, with his right hand, pointed what Deputy Harris 
described as a revolver at Witnesses BH... and fired several rounds at them. Deputy 
Harris said he was unaware at the time if Witnesses апа Г EN been hit by the gunfire. 
Deputy Harris said he stood up directly behind the passenger door of his car, still taking cover, and 
pointed his gun towards the suspect. The suspect turned towards Deputy Harris and again made eye 
contact with him as he started to drive away. The suspect drove about thirty feet and stopped his 
car, turned to his left, pointed the revolver out the drivers window towards Deputy Harris, his 

and м | and fired one shot. Deputy Harris said that at this time he was in fear of his life 
and of those around him so he fired four shots at the suspect. 


The suspect vehicle drove northbound again for about another seventy five yards and again came 
toastop. The suspect leaned his body out the drivers window, pointed the revolver towards Deputy 
Harris again and fired one more round. Again, Deputy Harris in fear of his life and those around 
him, fired two more rounds at the suspect. Deputy Harris said he believes that he struck the 
suspect's vehicle rear window as he saw it shatter after he shot. Suspects vehicle drove north on 
Avenue 56 and made a right turn onto Figueroa Street and out of view. Deputy Harris said he 
immediately called "911" via his cell phone. Deputy Harris said he never identified himself as а 
Deputy Sheriff nor was he wearing anything that would indicate to anyone that he was a deputy. 
Deputy Harris said that he did not shoot at the suspect when he fired upon Witnesses lllo o NN 
because he did not want to draw the suspect attention towards "M friend. 


IAB NOTE: Shattered glass from the suspect vehicle was found at the location 
along with a slug from Deputy Harris? handgun. The distances between Deputy 
Harris and the suspect during the shooting were approximately, 30 feet the first 
time and 225 feet the second time. 


IAB NOTE: Deputy Harris said that when he shot at the suspect the first time, his 
backdrop was a closed business. During the second set of rounds was also a closed 
business. Deputy Harris said there were no other cars driving or any pedestrians 
walking. 
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IAB NOTE: Deputy Harris fired a total of six rounds from his gun but only five 
casings were found at the scene. No casings from the suspects gun were found nor 
were any strikes from the rounds located.

Witnesslillibaia about twenty to thirty seconds later she saw a car coming 
down the street and she looked at Deputy Harris and saw him looking at her with what she described 
as an “Oh shit” look. Witness MN i she immediately knelt down on the ground. Witness 

Enid that as she was hiding behind her car she saw two Hispanics walking and holding a 
“Boom Box” radio. Witness M she then heard the vehicle stop directly next to their car. 
She then raised her head and looked through the windows of her car and saw a male driver in the 
suspects vehicle. Witness|said she saw the male holding what she described as a silver gun 
and pointing it backwards in a southwest direction through the drivers window. umm m 
saw the male driver start firing his gun in the direction where she had last seen the two Hispanics 
walking. АЕ 2i she saw the witnesses running and one of them fell onto the sidewalk. 
Witness HB said that moments later she heard her shoot several rounds from his gun, 
unknown direction. 


Witness said she then looked to the north and saw the vehicle driving away. She said that the 
vehicle then suddenly stopped and the driver shot once in their direction. Witness И that 
her shot two more times at the car. The car then drove towards Figueroa Street as she lost 
sight of it. Witness [I did not know what direction the vehicle turned on Figueroa Street. 
Witness said she was in fear of her life and was afraid of being shot by the suspect. 


IAB NOTE: Witness M saia she never saw the car the first time it past by 
them as it drove south on Avenue 56 towards Echo Street. 


Witnesses iN was interviewed by Internal Affairs Investigators on Мау 17, 2005. His 
interview was tape recorded and the following is a summary of the interview. Witness {said 
he and his friends, Deputy Harris and Witness J were standing on the sidewalk talking and 
looking at their new puppy. He said he heard several shots coming from the vicinity of Echo 
Street. Seconds later, he saw a car driving northbound on Avenue 56 towards them. He heard 
Deputy Harris telling him to get down, which he did. He said he heard the car stop near Deputy 
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Harris’ vehicle, he looked through Deputy Harris’ vehicle and saw a silhouette of a person sitting 
in the drivers seat ofthe suspect vehicle. He said he then saw two muzzle flashes which illuminated 
the interior of the vehicle allowing him to see a handgun (nfd). He said he immediately went back 
down to the ground, as he heard the car drive forward. Seconds later, Witness| aid he heard 
additional shots being fired, Deputy Harris being one of the people firing. Witness said he 

ot up and ran across the street because he was in fear of his life and of his friends ^ 
сми who were in ће middle ofthe street. Witness said he did not see which direction 
the vehicle left after the shooting. He spoke to his friend who told him that he tripped on 
the sidewalk as he ran from the shots. a Witness hat if Deputy Harris had not 
been there, he believed that the suspect would have got out of the vehicle, chased him down and shot 
him and hisi] He said he was really thankful for Deputy Harris and the action he took. 


Witnesses АТ were both interviewed by Los Angeles Police Department Detectives. 
Both witnesses essentially gave the same story. They said they were walking on the sidewalk 
directly in front of Mi venue 56, when they heard two to three gunshots coming from the corner 
of Echo Street and Avenue 56. Immediately following the gunshots they saw a vehicle turn from 
Echo Street north onto Avenue 56. They started to cross the street as the vehicle passed them, but 
suddenly the vehicle stopped and the driver turned towards them with a gun in his hand. They 
started to run westbound towards the sidewalk and as they ran they heard two to three gunshots 
behind them. Witness 52:0 as he ran onto the sidewalk he tripped and fell. They said they left 
the area and did not see anything else. 


IAB NOTE: Witnesses | | |— Zr | | were approximately 30 feet from 


the suspect as he fired at them. 
MISCELLANEOUS: 
Los Angeles Police Department Force Investigation Team under the direction of Lieutenant i 
EE conducted the criminal investigation. During the investigation they located an additional 


victim of a drive-by shooting committed by the outstanding suspect on Echo Street. No one at the 
scene was located who might have possibly known the suspect.
